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Forrest Emery was elected a member of the board of Selectmen for the 
Town of Monroe in the year 1934 and served faithfully in that capacity until 
1948. 

What was best for the town and its people was of the utmost concern to him 
not only during his term of office but through out his life. 

Forrest also served his town by being its Chief of Police. This obligation to 
his fellow townspeople began in 1932 and lasted for many years with the hope 
that his service would help to make Monroe a town one in which all would be 
proud to live.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 1979 


It is hard to believe that I have been librarian for six years. I took on the 
job on January 1, 1974. I must say it has been a rewarding six years. The 
year previous (1973), the circulation was 5345, in 1979 it was 12450 an in- 
crease of 7105. I hope this means I’m doing something right. We added 1030 
titles in 1979 including 395 paperbacks. Most of the paperbacks are of the 
light fiction variety and some titles in general non-fiction. There were 711 
titles in adult fiction; 234 in adult non-fiction; 184 juvenile fiction and non- 
fiction. Because of the gas situation the bookmobile was scheduled for three 
visits and ended up making two as we could not make contact for the one the 
end of November. We were the first on the list for January soI think we’ll be 
able to get them all in this year (1980). We borrowed 478 last year. Books 
borrowed from the State Library on subject request was 70. Remember this 
a valuable service to augment our collection. I can always be reached at 
home if you cannot make it to the library. 

We added another section to the card catalogue which means we’ve 
doubled our capacity there in six years. I have some other things in mind to 
make things more convenient and hope to implement them this year. The 
soap boxes are now well over 700 and I now have a back log to take me 
through the next year so I am calling a moratorium on boxes until I find I 
need more. Thanks so much to everyone who participated. It looked like 
such a long project and it really has taken a little over two years. Thanks 
again. 

Durham weather last summer was as expected, HOT!! I wonder what it 
holds in store for my last year. I will finish the last two of eight Public 
Library Techniques courses and will receive my certificate at a graduation 
on Thursday of the 2nd week. It is very nicely done and I’ve enjoyed at- 
tending them over the years. You make many friends in library work all 
over New England and the chance to talk with people of like interest is in- 
valuable. The exchange of ideas and helpful solution to problems has been 
countless. This year two fellow classmates visited our library, Mrs. Frances 
Butler, Alexandria, N.H. and Anna Hathaway, Plainfield, Massachusetts. 
Lark and I visited Plainfield in October. I hope to visit more. 

Doris Cook, who took over my place as trustee and has served a little over 
Six years, has chosen not to run this year. She has been most helpful, hard 
working and shown a high interest in the library. I know she will continue 
her interest and it has been most appreciated over the years. Thank you, 
Doris!!! 

Your library is open Tuesday and Saturday, 1:30 to 8:00 p.m., closed all 
legal holidays. Harriet Hinman holds craft classes at the library and the 
local TOPS chapter meets here on Thursday evenings. 
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Please remember we have 52 magazines for you to borrow and all those 
soap boxes upstairs hold an extensive magazine reference collection. So 
remember if you threw it out and need it we may have that magazine here. 
The costs of reading material has gone up like everything else so help your 
budget and try us. We should thank those people who donate books and 
paperbacks. We thank them for that helps our costs too.

TOWN REPORT 
from the North Country Council 
to the Town of Monroe 


In Monroe, North Country Council provided technical assistance on zoning 
ordinances and zoning board of adjustment. 

This past year of 1979 saw a mixture of planning and action for the North 
Country Council, Inc. Major contributions were made in rural and economic 
development, local planning, and transportation. — 

In rural development, the Council assisted approximately twenty-five 
communities in taking positive steps on such concerns as housing, down- 
town revitalization, water supply, and solid waste. The council has helped 
communities obtain needed housing resources. Working with appropriate 
state and federal agencies, the Council assisted targeted communities by 
preparing applications and by providing information so decisions can be 
made. In economic development, the Council assisted two communities with 
steps toward the creation of parks which will provide a necessary place for 
additional jobs. Energy development activities have encouraged the 
development of indigenous resources such as wood and hydro power. NCC 
has also been active in helping local companies with loan applications and 
business counseling, and in assisting a targeted community with a revolving 
loan fund. Additional business development services will be provided during 
the coming year to encourage existing area and other in-state businesses to 
expand or locate so that more jobs can be provided in the North Country. An 
industrial brochure has been published which promotes the quality of life in 
the region and the resources available for small companies. 

Local planning assistance, such as master planning, subdivision 
regulations, zoning, review of development proposals continues to be a 
major function of the Council. This activity will take on greater significance 
with the NH Supreme Court’s emphasis on local master planning as a basis 
for local regulations. 

Technical reports have been prepared on Mt. Washington Valley’s 
Seasonal Population and on wetland evaluation and management. Brief and 
informative fact sheets on community investment strategies, land 
capability and wetlands are also available. 

To advocate North Country transportation needs at the state and federal 
level, a Transportation Committee has been organized with representatives 
from different communities and transportation sectors. 

The Council acts as a “regional spokesman’’ with membership on the 
Governor’s Advisory Committee on Growth, the N.H. Environmental Law 
Clinic, and the State’s Forestry Resources Committee. By sponsoring 
forums and conferences on growth in the forest industry, agricultural 
development, and regional land use, the Council has brought together 
people, ideas, and resources to generate appropriate solutions. 
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We believe that the Council has a program that can assist its rural com- 
munities in meeting the challenges and opportunities of the 1980s. The Board 
of Directors, the staff and the entire Council greatly appreciates the support 
your Town has provided in 1979 and over the last few years. Please call us at 
823-8108 if the Council can be of service to your Town.

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REPORT TO TOWNS 
REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a cooperative 
effort between town-city fire organizations and the State Forest Fire Ser- 
vice. 

Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our Legislature, 
the State Forester has appointed someone in each municipality as a Forest 
Fire Warden and charged him with the responsibility of forest fire 
prevention and control within his town-city. This person may ask the State 
Forester to appoint as many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may be 
necessary to efficiently carry out his charge. 

The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire districts witha 
full time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. The State organization is 
charged with assisting the municiple forest fire organization in any way 
possible. 

State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest fire 
suppression, fire cause investigation, prosecution of fire law violators and 
forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire suppression equipment is 
purchased through State bulk purchasing ability and sold to local forest fire 
organizations at one-half cost. Excess military property is obtained and 
turned over to town-city fire departments at no cost to local departments for 
conversion into fire suppression units. This cooperative arrangement 
between State and municipality has resulted in one of the best forest fire 
records in the United States with less than one-half acre of woodland burned 
in each fire reported.

March 14, 1979 


The annual Monroe School Meeting was called to order at 7:30 P.M. by the 
Moderator, Brian St. Germain. The invocation was given by Helen Clement 
and the warrant was read by the Moderator. 

The following officers will be elected at a later date:

Article 3. Treasurer

Article 6. A motion was made by Helen Clement to pass article as is. The 
motion was seconded by Priscilla Powers and the motion was passed. — 

Article 7. Larkin Burrill made the motion and it was seconded by George 
Tyler to pass the article. The motion was carried. 

Article 8. The motion to accept the article as written was made by Helen 
Clement and seconded by Judy Semple. The article was accepted as written. 

Article 9. George Tyler made the motion to accept the article and it was 
seconded by Philip J. Blanchard. The motion was passed. 

Article 10. Jan Martin made a motion to go over the article item by item. 
The motion was seconded by Maynard Farr. The motion was carried and the 
budget discussed item by item. 

Under the item, 500 Pupil Transportation, the motion was made by Bar- 
bara Farr that no special trips be made; that we follow the Elementary bus 
Schedule only. A ballot vote was called for and the motion was defeated. 


Number votes cast - 74 Yes-21 No-52 


A motion was made by Beverly Whipple that the town pay the full tuition 
bill for the two Whipple children to St. Mary’s White Mt. School. The motion 
was seconded by J. Semple. A ballot vote was called for. The motion was 
defeated. 


Number votes cast - 77 Yes-10 No-67 


A motion was made by Bernard Bradshaw and seconded by Leslie 
Morrison that the town of Monroe pay a sum not to exceed the highest public 
school tuition for high school students to private schools, the balance to be 
paid by the parent. The motion was discussed and two ten minute recesses 
were called by the Moderator. 

At this time the ballots for officers were declared by the Moderator to be 
invalid due to a legality because the names of the two candidates for school 
board member were not in alphabetical order. 

A motion to recess the business meeting until the school board had a 
definite answer to the question of tuition to public and private high schools 
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with the polls to be open at that time for voting for candidates was made by 
Bernard Bradshaw and seconded by Maynard Farr. The above motion and 
the preceeding motion by Mr. Bradshaw were then withdrawn by him and 
the seconds also withdrawn. 

A motion that the sum of $300. be raised to maintain one chemical toilet for 
the athletic field was made by Linda Hall and seconded by Jack Crane. A 
ballot was called for and the above motion was withdrawn and changed toa 
motion to install two chemical toilets at the cost of $600. The motion by Linda 
Hall and seconded by Jack Crane was voted on by ballot and defeated. 


Votes cast - 67 Yes -33 No-34 


R. Theodore Ward made the motion to accept the school budget of 
$305,163.46 which was seconded by July Semple. The motion was passed on a 
voice vote. 

Article 11. A motion to adjourn the business meeting was made by William 
Fullerton and seconded by R. Theodore Ward.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my fifteenth annual report to the voters of the Monroe 
School District. 

The priorities of any organization are changing constantly depending 
upon resources available to a company, school or other agency. With the 
advent of a possible recession, high energy costs, more bureaucratic red 
tape, programs foisted on local school district, shrinking dollars, etc. we 
must address ourselves to providing every economy and, at the same time, 
provide for a good educational system within the ability of the community to 
support the schools economically. 

An interesting study has recently been released comparing the priorities 
of school boards to those of the general public. This is a nationwide study 
and would vary in different parts of the country.

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REPORT OF THE 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my tenth annual report to the voters of the Monroe 
School District. 

Our school year opened on August 29th and 30th with our annual Fall 
Workshop. During the first session the staff was divided into subject area 
groups and continued working on the new State Accountability Plan. This 
plan involves a restating of the school curriculum in behavioral terms. The 
plan also includes competency tests at the end of grades four, eight and 
twelve. This work will continue during the school year until the plan is 
completed. 

The afternoon featured a teacher awareness session presented by project 
ADAPTS, an organization concerned with alcohol and drug abuse with 
respect to society at large and school children in particular. The presen- 
tation was an effort to help educators understand and prevent the abuse of 
alcohol and other drugs in regard to the driving task and also with regard to 
the social and personal interactions of students. The main emphasis was on 
ways in which teachers can help students develop responsible behavior, 
understanding of self, value clarification, responsible decision making and 
positive alternatives to the use of alcohol and other drugs. If this project 
receives further funding, the consultants will be available to schools 
throughout the state during the school year. 

The second day of the workshop was devoted entirely to medical and 
health considerations. The morning session featured the ‘‘Heart Saver 
Course”’ and dealt with cardio-pulmonary resuscitation. This presentation 
was made most ably by the Cottage Hospital Volunteer Ambulance Squad. 
In the final session the same group presented a ‘“‘hands-on’’ Basic First Aid 
Course, a subject long overdue on our workshop agenda. A special thanks 
should go to Mr. and Mrs. Alden Minot who organized and helped to present 
both sessions. 

Last year at School District Meeting a controversy arose over the status of 
St. Johnsbury Academy with respect to RSA 194:27, a statute pertaining to 
tuition costs for school districts not maintaining a high school. RSA 194:27 
Says essentially that any district not maintaining a high school shall pay 
tuition to an approved public high school or public academy in an amount 
equal to the current operating expenses of the receiving district for the 
preceding school year. 

It was suggested at last year’s meeting that because St. Johnsbury 
Academy was a private school, it would not qualify under RSA 194: 27 for full 
tuition costs. With this in mind the question was raised as to whether the 
School District could appropriate an amount equal to the average tuition of 
local area schools to be applied to students attending St. Johnsbury 
Academy with the parents paying the balance. 

This question was put into the form of a motion which was seconded, 
discussed, and then withdrawn due to the lack of supporting information. 

St. Johnsbury Academy is in fact eligible for full tuition payments under 
the law. This is so because of State School Board Regulation 8213: 1 (printed 
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below together with RSA 194:27). The regulation states in part that tuition 
payments by local school districts may be made to any non-public school in 
any State if the following conditions are met: 
1. The school must be approved by the State Board of Education of that 
State. 
2. The school must serve as an elementary or secondary school for the 
community in which it is located. 
St. Johnsbury Academy fulfills both of these conditions.

RSA 194:27 TUITION. Any district not maintaining a high school or 
school of corresponding grade shall pay for the tuition of any pupil who with 
parents or guardian resides in said district or who, as a resident of said 
district, after full investigation by the state board of education is deter- 
mined to be entitled to have his tuition paid by the district where he resides, 
and who attends an approved public high school or public school of 
corresponding grade in another district or an approved public academy. 
Except under contract as provided in RSA 194:22, the liability of any school 
district hereunder for the tuition of any pupil shall be the current expenses 
of operation of the receiving district for its high school, as estimated by the 
state board of education for the preceding school year. This current expense 
of operation shall include all costs except costs of transportation of pupils 
and except capital outlay and debt obligations, provided that to the above 
may be added a rental charge of 2 percent of the capital cost of such 
secondary school facilities as may be defined by the state board of 
education. 


State School Board Regulation 8213:1. Approval of Out-of-State School for 
Purposes of Tuition Payments by Local School Districts 
1. Any public school in any state which has been approved by the State 
Board of Education or its Department of Education in the state in which the 
school is located. 
2. Any non-public school in any state provided all of the following con- 
ditions are met: 
a. The school is approved by the State Board of Education or its 
Department of Education in the state in which it is located. 
b. The school serves as an elementary or secondary school for the 
community in which it is located. 


In states where the State Board of Education or its Department of Education 


does not approve schools, a school will be approved provided it is in fact 
serving as a school for the community in which it is located.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT‘S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of New Hampshire requires 
that school district annual reports show the total amount paid to the 
superintendent and assistant superintendent. 

One-half of the School Administrative Unit expense is prorated among the 
several school districts of the Unit on the basis of adjusted valuation. One- 
half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the schools for 
the previous school year ending June 30. The Superintendent of S. A. U. No. 
23, during the 1979-1980 school year, will receive a salary of $28,210.00, 
prorated among the several school districts. The Assistant Superintendent 
will receive a salary of $23,219.00, prorated among the several school 
districts. Allowance for travel within the Unit for the Superintendent is 
$3,000.00 and for the Assistant Superintendent, $2,000.00 also prorated as 
stated above.
